The Persians and 
Greeks aiao used mlllta.ry standards of 
a car\'ed nature. The Komans devel- 
opfjd a great voneraton for their stand- 
ar(Li, almost aU of w:bjch bore some 
reproduction of the sacr«d engle. 
WTienewer »ti army wis unable to 
pierce the ranks of tihe onemy, the 
sacred Htajidfird.>! would be thrown as 
far behind the enemy's Un» an possible 
and this would arouse the flghtlnt and 
rellgioufl spirit of the Roniiiis so that 
they would. ttarow thcmsclvev body and 
soul Into the fmy. •

Trolleys, Taxis A nd Busses 
Are Chief Causes Of The 
Rapid Decline Of The Cabby 



llmldlt^d togeth'.-i around a. «tove. in 
:i little hut adjacent to the McOlll 
grounds, »it twenty-five cobbiea. Year 
in and year out their quaint vehlclus 
can be seen parked In front of the 
K-roundb. They un: of older genera- 
tion and are rapidly disappearing, ow- 
ing to tihc popularity of taxlca^bs and 
etrect-cars, which have captured this 
• modern world. 

Thf older p.-oDlc ol MoiUrcij, with 
JiiiiiKled feeliriKii, n^ineniber the days 
vhen noihtn)-: but taKs were uaed as 
conveyances. At one time there wore 
over one uliousand cabs In the city 
and they had no competition. With the 
Introduction ul (.■Icciii'- trolleys, the 
cabbl'H locelved their first knwk Fol- 
Icrwing- ihle there suddenly :n>i)eiM-od 
a fleet of taxis lo^tuwlst fuilhur in tho 
downfall of Ulie cabs. The climax was 
reached just rœently when the Mon- 
treal Tratnwaye atai-ied the usis of 
bussc*'. 

The i>resotit plight of tho <!abby Is 
Indeed sad for he slt« near the fire 
all day waiting foi- someone to hire 
Ihis oab. Seated In their little shack 
they smoke their pipes and 'IliOUis 
their former good-fortum- a,iid the ad- 
versities of the preBcni day. "Wo never 
have time to be sick" said one of the 
oldest cabbies ms he seated blmsolf 
comfortably near tho fire and llgiiled 
>jiM pipe. "Verj- often we are forced 
to go out n stormy weather and must 
bave suitable clothing to brave the 
void and rain; lacking those we suf- 



fer. At this point one of the cabbies 
spat at the spittoon Just missing one 
of the group. The veteran continued^ 
"For fifty-two years J have bocn a 
cabby ami have observed many ch>in- 
fc-oB In this city. I remember the days 
when the waterfront of the city wan 
nothing but a sea of mud. When l^inil- 
iiiK gMds^it.vi'aH ncccssai-y to put up 
a gangway leadlnif from the ship to the 
land. Trucks hfliis loarlpd with KO'-ds 
had to climb up a hill which led Into 
the city. Today we have one of the 
finest wharves In the world and nio 
enabled to iinloitd ships very rapidly." 

The aged cabby here .'iKlicd a-j If 
weighted down with the burdens uf 
hla fe'.lows. The spittoon was almost 
full due.'lo the others In the hut. "To- 
da}' our cabs uj-o used mostly by tO'ur- 
Isffi vis! Une tills city. Were it riol for 
the city law allowing none bui horse- 
drawn vehicles on Mount Uoj-al we 
would starve. The tourists delight In 
driving In our comfortable convoyan- 
ixa and can also be Informed by ihc 
cubby of !iny historical facts connect- 
ed with points of liilereHts. If automo- 
biles are iillowed to go up on Iho 
mountain tourists will use taxis and 
the cabbies might as woll give up the 
struggle". Here lUl the cabbies sighed 
.'II unison, and rapid fire was opened 
on the spltoon by all present. 

"Mark niy wonis," said onothor, "In 



The cause of all the troublf .11 
Clilnii today Is the white man, wli" 
exploits tho Oriental and breaks nl! 
laws of civilization In doing so. Thuv 
speaking before the Fellowship of 
Canadian Vouth for Peace. Captain 
Braes' outlliied in no uncertain terms 
the .iitltude of the Oriental towards 
modern international relationship' 
which includes his attitude on war 
The Oriental, and In this caso 
speak of China, has good reason for 
hating tho foreign white man. Tho 
Chinese have not forgotten the Opium 
Wtir where the combined white powers 
in China forced them Into nn Ignoble 
treaty. There .are many modern In 
Htancofl which show that the Oriental 
iH wide awake to the white Influence 
In his land. 

The fuss In Chln.T. today won't he 
over m a few days. The Internal 
trouble we iseo nowaday.." is just a sign 
that Chlmi is fighting for her ftinda 
mental rights, the rights of every na 
tlon to govern and be governed hpr her 
own people. The Chinese know that 
they have been wronged. Tho -white 
people arc either Ignorant of tho sub 
■Je«-or do not see this Internal strug' 
gitng as a means for Instilling patrlO' 
tic feeling. The Chtneac are a long 
suffering people but n time has come 
when they have so suffered that they 
win suffer no longer , 

Western nations h»vc interfered too 
much in the affaira of China. They 
have until recently almost ruled the 
country exploiting the Chinamen '.and 
going as far as levying taxes. For- 
eign interests have In the past ob 
talBed concessions that have made 
them very powerful. Besides this, for- 
eign navies were alw.aya seen to 
cruise round Chinese waters always 
on the lookout to protect her own 
countrymen," The white men In China 
thus considered the navy of h'a na 
live land as a sort at Insurance against 
any prejudiced uprising. He thus was 
able to commit many atrocities and 
the Chinamen hated him cordially for 
this. Besides all this tho white men 
look down on the Chinese civllliatlon 
as Inferior to their own and the 
Oriental resentii this. 

In relation to this. Captain 'Brace 
tells a good story. A young Jnp.inese 
merchant, very Influential In his own 
country went to London for business 
purposes. There he wa.-) feted by 
prominent Hrlttshers and mony of the 
speakers complimented him on varlou„ 
things and spoke of Japan as being 
one ()t the mOHt clvlllicd of countries. 
Being his tuni to .speak, the Jap stood 
up and In forceful tones addressed 
them. Forty years ago he said Japan 
was considered by the west luj a land 
or heathens and where civlllwitlun 
had not left its mark yet. Yel in tho

ondly. It Is not unified. Labor or- 
paniz.iMoii Is Canada Is, on the whole. 
1 i .iii.i iMn .section of the American 
iv.ioi ailon of Labor. This in" Itself 
makes the .situation difficult from tln> 
standpoint of political activity. Tho 
traditional polloy of tho American 
l'>deratloii of I^.ihor is opppap.i to in- 
dependent political action. They seek 
remedial legislation through one or 
the other of tho pRrtie>< in the gorvern- 
ment. If one won't help, they ask the 
other. They are against entering 
politics as H party a.s the British Labor; 
Party has done. And we. being the 
off-Bprlng of the American Federation 
of Labor naturally tend to leave poli- 
tics .alone. That Is the. official atti- 
tude ot the Canadian Labor Movement. 

"But recently there have been slight 
modifications of thI.s viewpoint. And Ô 
this l.S particularly noticeable In Can-.,.-: 
ada. Large immigrations of Old 
Country labor people are anxious to' 
proceed along British Labor Unes and 
establish a real Lfibor Party. But, 
again we are .scvon ly handicapped for 
two reasons. First, by the traditional: 
policy of American labor, and secondly' 
by the laws of Canad.a which have tlie' 
effect of prohibiting trade unions from, 
contributing to campaign funds. 
"With us in Manitoba It Is different.^ 
Wo have the .Manitoba Independent 
Labor Party which Is pledged to po- 
litical activity. Our movement is 
for Individual labor men in our, or- 
ganization a.s opposed to men entei"- 
ing as j;roui).s smh .i.s tho bricklayers, 
plasterers, which are admitted into the 
Canadian Labor .Movement. We want 
these men .as individuals, not as mem- 
bers of groups. It Is this Manitoba 
Independent Labor Party which I have 
the honor of representing In Parlia- 
ment."

When asked what the organization 
policy of the Canadian liabor Party 
was he stated tliat thoy intended to 
organize party affiliations r.-ith trndo 
unions and other bodies. This will 
enable per captia contribution to cam- 
paign funds. "But the great trouble," 
he wont on, "is that a great many 
members of these trade unions and 
other bodies are Liberals or Conserva- 
tives OS the case may be. How are 
we going to convert them to the labor 
progrom?" 

"Speaking frankly," he said, "1 am 
.unabJe to forsee .any rapid develop- 
ment of tho Labor Movement in Can- 
ada, but slowly and Kiirely the idea of 
Independent political activity i.s taking 
hold. 

"There la a motto now in Labor 
which runs, 'Oon'l be a scab at the hal 
lot boi'. In ether words, don't be a 
traitor to Labor by voting for another 
candid.ate when there Is a Ijabor mem 
bcr in the field. This shows -what 
keen Interest even now Is being shown 
In Labor candidates. The most hope- 
ful feature which I am able to see In 
the Movement Just now is the close 
co-operation growing between the La- 
i>orer on the ono hand ond the farmer 
on tho other. Labor is drifting to 
wards the. right goal with agriculture. 
, '.'The strength of the English Labor 
party enables the combinations of the 
rank and file of the labor people and 
trade unionists with the intellectuals 
such as MacDonald, the Sydney Ayehbn 
George Bernard Shaw, and men of 
tliat calibre. It Is theso men who 
have helped to express and Interpret 
tho Labor Movement. 

".Vow," he continued, "the Labor 
.Movement in Canada possess very fow 
of these intellectuals to spread the la- 
bor movement among the people. It 
Is these men and women that I expect 
our -Universities to provide."

two theories with regard to the origin 
of the name Jack. Tho first is thui It 
was named afu-r tlic Pieuch King Joc- 
<iue, James the firii, 'a-)io authorized 
its use on ships of \yu.r and tho se- 
co,na Is that the name jack camo from 
the jacque or jacket which tho knights 
of the Cruades raised on thoir lances 
at thé bow to show their nationality. 

Our flag is composed of the crofkes 
of St. Ueoi'ge of Kngland, m. Andrew 
oi SootlaJid and of St. I'atj-Ick of Ire- 
land. St. George is the patron saint of 
Bnglond, Aragon, Poilugal and of all 
horseman. His "cross ig the emblem of 
Knglond from time of Crwfadee either 
bocuuse the orusodera won a victory 
near nhe grotto of St. Qeoive 1« A^la 
Minor, or bocauje from the aid which 
waa supposed to have been received 
from a heavonly host led by St, George 
at the solge of Antloch. It was recog- 
nized as the national emblem in the 
year 1274. 

About 660 â Greek monk tbok tlic re- 
lies of St. A/idiTew from Constantinople 
I J m-ve them ^rom the Arab* and bis 



ship wua wrecked off tho place now 
known as St. Andrews, Scotland, whore 
land was given him to build a small 
chapel to ho^e tho relics. St. Andrew 
was recognted aa tlie patron saint !>C 
.Scotland about 7&0. His saltire roferr 
ed to as his cross, was adofrted an the 
nattonaJ emblem la the year 987. 

St. Patrick was recognbed patron 
saint of Ireland because ho wns suc- 
ceMful In hla la/l>ours of strengthening 
Chrietlan communities in Ireland and 
also on oocount of his missionary work, 
lie died in 461 and his saltire was re- 
cognized as the national em'blem of 
Ireland In the year 1C$0. 

The history of tho Union Jack was 
then taken up by the apcaker. In 1606 
the unon of the two kingdoma of Eng- 
land oiiA Scotland gave rise to the un- 
ion of their respective emblems, the 
blue emblem of acotlatwi forming tha 
background. During tho years 1648 to 
1660, tliia flAB wan entirely done away 
wltii but restored in 1660. In 1707, with 
the ivnion of the two 'parliaments, came 
a slight alteration in the ilag and when 
In 1801, the li-i«li parliament was ad- 
ded, the saltire of the Si. I'utricfk was 
added. This was In Ohe rolgii of George 
the third. By an ordjar in council of 
the king the flag was officially adopt- 
ed and it woo glvuii to aiv artist to 
draw tho flag on the niariilii of tho 
urder-ln-council. However, the artist, 
who it is aow said was drunk, did not 
follow out the Instructions of the or- 
der and drew tho flag as it exists to- 
day.

TROUDLE III CmilA CAUSED 
URITEMAII

East Japan was considered as a most 
advanced country and where learn 
ing and Japanese civilization \vas 
holding sway. Today Japati is con 
sidered clvlllzcil „l)y the western na 
tlons. The reason Is U>is '>nd a strafige 
one it Is. Although not Christianized 
yet she lios a most po-wcrful army and 
navy and tor ' (hat reaRoiti'ils: she con- 
sidered civilized. No wonder the 
Oriental looks down on tho white man. 

The Oriental hates war, and In this 
coHo agrees with the' white man. War 
it 1;, claimed, does much to develop 
moral heroism and Character. This 18 
not true howover, for high character 
la In' a greator ileçree developed In 
peaceful ties where It Is ncetled than 
In war times. Thero are times how- 
ever when even the calm, stolid Orl 
entai will be roused even to war. This 
occurred In inifl when the Shantung 
Province was given to Japan m a. re- 
sult of her aid In the World War. 

Shantung was and still l<, to many 
tho Holy lYovlnco of China. There the 
great teacher Confucius was horn and 
taught. There tho holy mountains 
rftlso their heights heavenward and 
there thn holy rivers . flow. On tho 
Ctli of May this Province -ïv-as given 
to Japan. Tho Cliinese even today 
call In the Day of Ilulmlllatlon. On 
this day Chin«!<c Students observe 
public demonstration and shut .all tho 
schools. For a ye.u- and a. half the 
Japane.so wore liovi-otted. With i-llont 
rage In their hearts the Chinese al- 
most to a man refused to have any- 
thing to do with the Japanese. Trade 
which was very groat between the 
two nations fell almost to a nonelty. 
Trade wa.s very necessary to Japan, 
lino liesldCj) the Chlnescs delegates at 
VerHalllos were causing trouble, so 
'.hnt finally Shantung was given back 
to C:hlna. 

The Chinaman is a very clever per- 
son. He does not want a ccntrallzc<l 
forn> of ffoverncmcnt so thtit foreign 
powers should deliver ultimatums to 
effect the whole countr>-. He prefers 
to be strong provlnclally first. Thus 
it Ib that tho IS Chinese provlncf« 
arc now lunring to govern tllemselvc^• 
first and union between the stales will 
l)c attended to later. Students have 
In a l.trgc measure contributed to- 
ward.s tiKi .'«ucce.ss of provincial Gov- 
ernment by public demonstrations and 
other forceful means. They have long 
realized that by self-determination and 
self-realization only «in China be 
united Internally and externally. 

The Chino.se are being driven to 
war. .The. .whit*. man .baa ^applied too 
much pressure and the Oriental won't 
be long In assorting himself. They 
have at last realized that the language 
of force Is the only language the white 
man knows and the Chinese have the 
force. The Chinese toilay have tho 
largest army in tlio World. The 
white nations '"'Il have much to wor- 
ry about In the future, for Soviet 
Russia. Japan and China have form- 
ed a league for mutual defonee and 
will provo to be a very poiverful lea- 
gue. This league was made possible 
through the foolishness of tho white 
man. Ono Instance la the Antl-Jn- 
ponoso Immigration law of America 
which caused the Japitne.<M to hate 
tho Americans with a smouldering 
hate that will some day burst Into 
flamoH. 

A racial war in the near future is 
inevitable. .There are many reasons 
for ballnvtng this la to be so. Coip- 
merclal Interests of western nations 
must bo protected, Japanese hatred 
of the Americana, .Soviet propoganda. 
Increasing population of tho Oriental 
countries and finally the aggressive- 
ness of the white man. Rooently, the 
presllge of tho white man ha.s been 
much lowered. Formerly the Orlontal 
regarded the whllo man In a rather 
high light but during the World War 
this undue exaltation was consider- 
ably lowered when all races and colors 
were brought to the scone.s of war and 
where black .and yellow saw the true 
color of tho white. This Intlmuto 
knowledge of the whllo man bred 
contempt. " 

The stiito of thé unrest in China 
can he traced directly to three major 
causes;— 

(1) Territoriaij^rlghts of foreign 
lK>wcrs. foreigners living in Chlii.-t 
today hnvo land concessions that make 
them rtilers In their own territory. 
This foreign owning of land by outside 
countries was forced on Vhhxi. Thou- 
sands of foreigners living on this land 
cheat the Chinese in many ways ami 
get away with it. 

(2) Thero are many otistom.i iinil 
dutlos that arc contiolli.d by foreign 
countries. Outsiders thus bring raw 
material into China and manufacture 
It there cheaply by .forcing Chinese 
labor and then eapon II. ' Chinese 
thus suffer in all ways. 

(3) Tho third cause is tlio Interna- 
tional (iotiluments. On tho Intiuna- 
llonal Commissions Ihoro Is not one 
Chinese! and yet thé Chinese (uc tho 
most concerned. Of the dlsputert tur- 
rllorloH the Chiiicso form about 80% of 
llie total pupiilalion. Tlio f!hliiese 
want to bo ropruaeiUed and will have 
iheir ytay even if war Is tho only 
moans. 

Today the various Commorcial 
treaties aco being done away with, 
'pbipa Is asscrtlug .herself,, Ifew 
frsatles are '?9!''S,'|»ra[^^iti» fer-.

career- was shb/t,-.: left even in- those 
few ■■years 'iih' inaollbleî'lmpresslon on 
those who knew him • and ■■.his influ- 
ence- wnawido and' always 'good. Dr. 
Laing had a' ' memorable rugby car- 
eçr, was an Intercollegiate tennis 
champion, and held tho Montreal Cup, 
emblematic of tho tennis champion- 
ship of tho province of Quebec. "Laing 
was probably," said Mr. Beatty, "one 
'Of .the gi'Gutost' all-round players that 
this country has produced und while 
be was proceeding to athletic emin- 
ence by reason of his natural abili- 
ties he secured the admiration of his 
fellows because of those high quali- 
ties of mind and finu attributes of 
character which made him then and 
have coiUiiHU'd to make him a dis- 
tinctly great influence among his foi- 
lows. - Ile Is < a McCill gradnnle to 
whom all other graduates, no mutter 
of whot generation, can point as a re- 
présentative and admlr.ablu type of 
university man." 

As examples from Toronto Univer- 
sity, Mr. Beatty ^took tho names of 
Jack Maynurd and Gordon Southam. 
Tho latter Kraduatod with honors in 
1907. I-Io played cricket In his first 
year, was on tho Intermediate rugby 
team and tho senior hockey tehm In 
his second year on first rugby team 
In his third; and on the first rut'liy 
and first hockey teams in his fourth 
year. He was killed In action In 1116 
when thirty yours of age. Both in 
his life and death he showed those 
qualities of natural chivalry which all 
men admire, ho had an extraordinar- 
ily attractive poi-sonnlity, was modest 
almost to the point of diffidence, yet 
ho was a - great Influence In a quiet 
way, Maynard was much the same 
type. In his first year he played on 
the second Intcreincllnte football team; 
In his ."ocond year he was on the first 
team which won the ntoixolleglatu 
and Dominion championships; captain 
of the same' team which again won 
those championships, in hla third year. 
He played on the same team In his 
fourth year und In lii.-j fifth year was 
again captain ol iho team which 
both years look the Intercollegiat*- 
championship. His particular claim 
to respect, apart from his natural 
ability as an atlilcti-. wag the In flu - 
enco he h.ad far beyond the confines 
of the university as an exponent of 
clean methods on the field and off. 
Hl.s qualities of leadership were never 
disputed and he left the university 
having affected hundreds of young 
men by his high character. 
■ The men Mr. Boatty selected from 
Queen's were the late George Biohîird- 
son and Cyril Knltrht. hi his view 
.Mr. fllchard.son typified the highest 
and most influential type of college 
student. Wdoly know as a footlKtll 
and hockey pla>'er of exceptional 
merit he was in a quiet way almost 
worshipped liy his con tern pororien be- 
cause of his personal characteristics 
As an athlete he pl.iyed with extra- 
ordinary da.sli and Ills Play was ab- 
solutely clean. Ho was never known 
to 'use foul or unfair tactics and was 
never ruled off tho field of pluy. This 
was tho more extraordinary since as 
a i1)oy he had a most ungovernable 
temper and those who knew him al 
ways admired the control ho must 
have been continually c.terdHlng. 
When he d'ad In a raid on "No Man's 
Land" no' more sincere tribute was 
ever paid to a young college 'graduate 
than tho words on the Uiblct orecod in 
his honor al Queen's University. 
Cyril Knipht entered Queen's Univer- 
sity twenty-six years ago and played 
on the sentor hockey team sifter an 
apprenticeship on the intermediate 
team. "Ills influence in h'a whole 
college career both In sport .md in the 
Unlverslly" naid Mr Beatty; was good 
and the same qualities which d »- 
tliigulshed his play; have dlstingufsh- 
ud him in after He ^ — patience; 
thoroughneHs; deternYinatlon; toler- 
ance and selfreslralnt." 

Mr.Beatty ilruw from these exam- 
ples a lesson for the undcrgiuduato of 
today. Ho .adiiiltted that in our univer- 
sities have been found, and would al- 
ways be found, men who are outstand- 
ing even in youth and he agreed that 
not all men would possess tho charac- 
leri.stlc.s or achieve the prominence 
wliich made their Influence very ex- 
tensive. But hn pointed out' that these 
men were only exan>ples of qualities 
they possessed or actiulred and that 
the latter were the things that count- 
ed. The closer the u.ndergru<luato of 
tuday adhered to the highest stand- 
ard of those who preceded him, the 
greater would be his Influence, and 
the greater the reputation of hla unl- 
vei-slly. 

"I do not know", he continued, "If 
there is a ma,n -who would not like to 
feel that. In going through the Uni- 
versity und tal<lng from it all that the 
University could give him in tho wuy 
of academic Urai'niiig, ho bad been 
fortunate to leave wioh the university 
something" which he himself had con- 
tributed. I 'do not know of any greater 
.satisfaction an undergraduate could 
possess than the roali'.ialion on his 
gritduatlon that he had rupald to tlio 
university during his four or five 
ycora some of the debt he owed It. 

"In a large university, auoh oa Mc- 
Glll, and even more in the case of a 
larger univeralty, suoh ne Toronto, 
there are litorally hundreds of men 
who aeek the avenue of éducation 
which the univeralty provides with 
only one idea In their minds, and that 
is to profit Its much um poualble by 
the cduoational facllitloo phujod iit 
their dl«0|«U, WWIe I would (the to 
tell-^ii^^^^|iKf|pip)i : you,! tJjijt avow 
undwgrftMmiBM^tild''! batju^ Uia uni 



moke t'that 'titate'ment,' correctly. I., can 
say. "tiie- same thlii'g of every'* iprbfos- 
slon- and almost'everybualhess,' naive- 
ly, that there .are.inany In It .wlio Would 
be better, placed mimewherc else, not 
by reason of general unfitness, but 
that their persomalitles or the r ability 
did not Increase their chiuice.i of suc- 
cess In that particular 'Culling. The 
same may be ' said -of a university. 
Every man will' get -something out o£ 
his university life but not all men will 
gtt enough to justlfyohelr being there" 

Every man who "attends university, 
whether he get 100 per cent of reault 
In an ticsidcmlc sense from his tniin- 
Ing,' or oiily 10 ipor cent, .'can be and 
Is an Influence on lils fclloxs's, oithor 
then or later, and If he rwillr.es e;irly 
In life that the fundamentals are the 
only things 'that count, that character 
and standard of living are much mdro 
important than erudition— and suc- 
cessfully ooncealH that fact — hie uni- 
versity associations will not be In vain 
and the paucity at aaulemic results 
In his case will lie more than com- 
pensated by tiie' value o'f the' human 
associations. 

Discussing unlvci-slty benefactions 
by mllUonares, many of whom had 
been wt'huut tho benefits of univer- 
sity training, Mr, Beatty stated that 
tho most .Instriictlvc^and inspiring was 
that of Cecil Rhodes. Aï a. member ot 
the Uhodos Scholarship Selection Coin» 
mlttec for tlio province of Quebec, he 
took pairt In tho annual examination 
of candidates for thc.Rhiodes Scholar- 
ship.' He reminded his audience that 
Rhodes had get up a slajidard for col- 
logo undergraduates which had not bo- 
I'oro been pn>ph:islsed to the extent 
with whicii he had emphasised it.' In 
awarding these scholarships, much else 
was r('(|uiied be.-^ldcs le«imlng. Athlet- 
ic abllitlcK, i|UalitlCK of nianliiiesB. pra- 
iniiicnce in college activities and a.bove 
all, qtialitics of leadership must also 
be considered. A . good all-round well- 
biiliincc<l Canadian, Austr.'iUan or other 
young man -was the type Rhodes had 
In mind when lie attempted to pro- 
vide a post-gT.iduate course for those 
wh<, would naturally be expected to 
lake, in their later ycar.s, a prominent 
part In the affairs of the Empire. 

.Mr. Beatty concUidcd: "The purpo.-ie 
of this address has been to magnify 
the undergraduate as an influence und 
emphasise the importance of his un- 
dergraduate days In the fonnallon of 
those personal <-ha raclerlatlca which 
will make hlin an Influence then and 
in later years. If I. have convinced you 
that that influei^ce, may . begin .while 
you are at the university, I will not 
feel that my words have fallen upon 
ears that arc entirely deaf,**
